Caused Corn to Fall. 

The failure has caused but little excitement 
at the produce exchange for the reason that 
but few of the members were interested in the 
deal. It is stated that the failure will affect 
Chicago principally. The price of carn on the 
produce exchange fell 14 cents at the news of 
the failure. The liabilities are very large, 
but Mr. Stedman says he can give no estimate 
of the amount as yet. 

How Chicago Was Affected. 

CuicaGco, September 22.--The comparative 
steadiness with which this market stood up 
and absorbed the immense offerings of corn 
that came out when White's failure was an- 


nounced, was generally remarked with sur- 


prise and pleasure by the trade. Mulmire, 
Bod man & Co., alone, sold 1, 000, 000 bushels 
Hor the account of whom it may concern.“

What has become of the vast amount of corn 
thus shipped to the seaboard is not definitely 
known here. Well-informed traders said to 
an Associated Press reporter some days ago, 
when talking of the matter, that he under- 
stood that arrangements had been made 
in advance by which a large 
part of it had gone abroad, but gold and stock 
gossip reports that this grain has been turned 
over to an eastern firm, the price being marg- 
ined down sufficiently to give that firm an out- 
look of profit in it. uch of the grain was 
bought at 60 and 70 cénts against less than 50 
cents as the price today. 

One estimate of the amount of corn involved 
in the deals puts itat 10,000,000 bushels and 
the average loss 10 cents per bushel, or $1,000,- 
000, but this is, of course, mere guess work. 
Certain it is, however, that the amoant of 
corn brought out from presumably empty cribs 


in the corn belt has been many times more 


than wasexpected. |

As far as can be learned, the losses here are 
light, as local traders have fought shy of the 
deal from the beginning, confining their oper- 
ations mostly to other futures than the manip- 
ulated ones.

Two engines were completely wrecked, 
and several cars demolished. 

It was a head end collision between 
passenger train No. 4 and freight No. 15. 

The passenger left Atlanta last night at 
7:45 o'clock, and at 8:15 was due to pass a 
southbound freight at Symrna. The freight 
had taken a siding, and the passenger was 
rolling by at a high rate of speed. The 
switch had been carelessly left so as to throw 
siding, and instead of 
keeping the main track it dashed off to- 
wards the big freight. 

Engineer Hackney saw the fatal mistake, 
and in an instant reversed his engine. It 
was only a few feet te the other train, but 
the engineer’s quick action undoubtedly 
saved many lives. 

With a crash the engines met, quivered, 
and then the passenger engine plowed its 
way in, the wheels revolving rapidly, and 
the crash going down the length of both 
trains. The noise was terrific, and the pas- 
sengers were badly shaken up. 

Both engines suffered and, were wrenched 
into masses of iron and torn to pieces. The 

steam poured out, and the cars nearest 
the engines piled themselves in broken heaps. 

Engineer Hackney’s escape from instant 
death was miraculous, but it was thought last 
night that his injuries would not prove serious.

Scarcity of Grain Compelling Farmers to 
Sell Their Stock, 


Sr: PetrerssurG, September 22.— Reports 


received here from Tamboff and its adjacent 
prévinces announce that the Zemstvos have 
provided for the resowing of land and to 
furnish r of grain until January next. 
After that date there will be the greatest diffi- 
culty to insure food for the people, as the cok 
lection of taxes is impossible. The, salaries 
administrative bodies have pécessarily been 
suspended. Even if funds to supply N are 
obtained, the distribution, which will be over 
wide famine tracks, will be difficult, and the 
maintenance of hospitals, schools and asylums 
is doubtful. 

The'scarcity of oats and hay is compellin 
the farmers to sell their live stock at moc 
prices. For instance, a horse for 2 roubles, a 
cow for 5 roubles and colts from 20 to 25 
kopecks. After a recent country fair in one 
district, the skeletons of forty horses were 
found by the roadside. The animals had been 
killed for the skins. Destitution is also star- 
ing in the face a large number of people who 
have been employed upon public works, as 
work upon the latter must stop when frosts 
setin. The masses of the people rely entirely 
upon the government to help them. This be- 
ing the state of affairs in the present mild 
weather, the gloomy prospects held out by 
the coming winter can be readily imagined.

The Quoted Rates on Coal—How the Pilot- 
age Question Affects Them—A Talk 
by One Who Knows. J 


“Here are some significant figures, said a 
prominent Georgia manufacturer. 


He was talxing last night in the lobby of the 


Kimball house to a legislator and a Consrrru- 
TION man. 
“Give us those significant figures, please. 
„Woll, here they are. Iam giving you che 
rates of freight now quoted on coal from Balti- 


more to various points, as follows: To Bangor 
and Bath, Me., 55 to 60 cents per ton; from 
Baltimore to Portland, the same; to Boston, 


Savannab, 
to Port Royal, 90 cents; 


to Charleston, 65 cents; to Wilmington, $1 
and to Havana $2. 

Now,“ continued the manufacturer, “the 
distance to Boston is considerably further and 
the distance to th are about 
half as far again as from Baltimore to Savan- 
nah, and the coast in that diiection is rock- 
bound and storm-swept, besides frequent 
dense fogs making the navigations and dan- 
gers far greater than along the southern coast, 
and yet the rates of freight are actually less 
in the former than in the latter route. Why 
is this? Simply because the live people of 
the east have learned that any and every tax 
or charge levied on commerce comes out of 
their own pockets, and they did not care to be 
taxed for the benefit of a fossil pilot system. 
Savannah pilots levy a toll of 20 to 
25 cents on ev ton of coal 
and fertilizer coming into that 
port, and the consumer, the farmer, he 
pays the fee. The differential rates here- 
with published show this most clearly.“ 

These ace significant figures,” the legislator 
admitted. 

The mariufacturer resumed : 

The man aleng the rock-bound coast of 
Maine gets his coal, etc., 20 to 25 cents chea 
than the man in Savannah or Brunswick, 
cause there is no pilot tax to come out of it. 

“It is nonsense to say that the pilot can’t 
get his living otherwise. Is he not able-bodied ? 

he not a sailor? and can’t he get his living 
as do other sailors? He may not get it so 
easily, but he can getit as surely. The old- 
time pilots of the eastern states take their 
boats and go into the fishing business, and 
they make a good living. So can our pilots, 
and have much better weather of it and less 
risk. The fact that there is a ‘trust’ very 
greatly lessens the efficiency of the service. The 
majority of the pilots remain quietly at home 
sending a delegation down to stand at 
the bar. "In this way the very object they 
profess to have at heart is defeated, for after 
a ship gets in sight of the bar and beacons, it 
isan easy mattertocomein. Itis before he 
makes his land-fall, and when he is not sure 
of his position, that he needs a pilot, and that 
is just where the pilot is not to be found. 
When there was competition, then they 
would scatter and cruise at a distance, in 
search of vessels, but asa trust they are en- 
tirely useless, even for the stranger, who re- 
quires their seryies. To the coaster who is 
familiar with our coast, and who keeps his 
reckoning and makes his points and marks all 
along the route, they are in no case neces- 
sary, and in truth are entirely useless and a 
needless tax upon the dise trans-

The Truth About Reciprocity. 

It is probable that reciprocity will benefit 
the southern states as much as any part of 
the union, but that will not blind us to the 
real character of this remarkable stratagem 
on the part of the republican party. 

The friends and admirers of Mr. Blaine 
were much shocked when. the democrats of 
New York formally declared reciprocity a 
humbug; and they will be inexpressibly 
shocked when these same democrats prove 
the charge to be true. Reciprocity first ap- 
peared under circumstances calculated to 
exaggerate its real importance. The country 


was to be shut out of the markets of the 


world by the Chinese wall of the McKinley 
tariff. We were not to import any goods 
from abroad, except under heavy disadvant- 
ages, and the people were to be forced to 
buy almost everything at home, whether 
they wished to do so or not, and at ruinous 
prices. For all this there was no single com- 
pensation but the removal of the duty on 
sugar. The deficit of over seventy millions 
made by the removal of the sugar duty was 
to be made up by the increased duties on 
other imports, so that the apparent reduction 
in that item was no reduction at all. It 
came out of the people just the same, and 
with it $10,000,000 more for bounties to 
home manufacturers. There was absolutely 
no compensation for the heavy additional 
burden saddled upon the people. Mr. Blaine 
saw this beforehand, as plainly as the people 
saw it a few -months later in the advertise- 
ments of the merchants, and at once he 
began his work for reciprocity. That made 
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commerce growing with the American re- 
publics without a tariff of any consequence, 
they will ask why the same policy will not 
be good the world over. There is no answer 
to that but the acknowledgment that the 
protected industries are in the way of a re- 
duction of duty to the revenue basis.

The Ruling Race. 

When the visionary sentimentalists and 
equally visionary partisans of the north 
dream of establishing black supremacy in 
any quarter of our republic, they turn their 
backs upon history, and refuse to profit by 
its lessons. 

In our discussions of the race problemi it 
has always struck us that we should study 
racial conditions in India. In that country 
caste has survived many centuries and many 
civilizations, and is as strong today as it was 
thousands of years ago. Bayonets and laws 
have been powerless against it. 

If we would see the most striking illustra- 
tion of white supremacy to be found in all 
the world, we must look at this strange 
land, the cradle of the races and garden of 
the sun. 

The five or six hundred million people in 
India were conquered by a few thousand 
British troops. They are held in absolute 
subjection by an absurdly small minority of 
whites, The British army occupies every 
stronghold and point of vantage. The 
soldiers are comparatively few in number, 
but their prompt and bloody suppression of 
every outbreak has made them as much 
feared as a legion of devils. England’s pol- 
icy of force has made her flag and her laws 
respected throughout the mountains and 
jungles and deserts of this vast empire. 

One may travel through districts 1,200 
miles square and see only two or three white 
faces.. Even on the railway lines the tourist 
may go hundreds of miles without seeing a 
white man. The natives are so well traingd 
that they run railroads and large industries, 
and faithfully carry out the orders of their 
white bosses. There are 1,700 natives to 
every white man in India. If the people 
should rise_in revolt without arms they 
would be numerous enough to massacre all 
the Caucasians in the country. 

It seems marvelous, but it is true all the 
same. The will-power and the determined 
courage of the few Anglo-Saxons in this 
almost boundless territory are so generally 
recognized and dreaded that an Englishman 
is as safe in the remotest country district as 
he would be in his native land. 

Now, it should be recollected that the 
dark-skinned races of India are incompar- 
ably superior to the Africans. They had a 
religion, a civilization, a cultured society, 
magnificent cities, and disciplined armies 
centuries before the Anglo-Saxons had 
emerged from barbarism. But their dark 
skin—that. unmistakable badge or brand of 
inferiority—stamps them and fixes their 
status when they come in contact with the 
Whites. 

If one Anglo-Saxon Is more than a match 
for 1, 700 blacks in India, it is not likely 


that, even under the milder conditions pre- 


vailing here, there will ever be a eomplete 
reversal of that inexorable law of white 
supremacy which is a part of the outcome of 
the doctrine of the survival of the fittest. 

Again we say to the students of the race 
problem, Look at India!

At last, however, they see how little has 
been accomplished in comparison with the 
good of genuine tariff reform. The inherent 
weakness of the scheme is expressed in Mr. 
Blaine’s statement that it was nota free 
trade measure, but one to ‘‘safeguard pro- 

tection.“ Care is taken not to extend reci- 
procity to those countries from which we 
buy most—Great Britain, Germany, France 
and Canada. Inthe case of Canada, over- 
tures for reciprocity met with a rebuff. It 
would never do for the republican party to 
open the tariff gates to a country whose 
manufacturers compete with the protected 
industries of this country. That would dry 
up the source from which the party of pro- 
tection has drawn its campaign funds. It 
was the protected manufacturers who con- 
tributed the funds to buy votes in doubtful 
states like New York and Indiana. They 
could not be alienated, for their indifference 
meant the withdrawal of the sinews of war. 
Reciprocity could only go where it would do 
the pets of protection no harm. It would not 
be allowed to reduce the price of the great 
mass of commodities on which the consumers 
pay a bounty tomanufacturers. The people 
of the country paid last year $3.65 per capita 
through the tariff, and twice as much more 
on the protected goods made in this country. 
They paid $11 a head, and they have the 
poor satisfaction of knowing.that only one- 
third of this went to support the government, 
while the other two-thirds went into the 
pockets of the manufacturers. This is the 


economic nature, and touch the occupation 
and wages of the average citizen, that no 
man can safely ignore politics these days. 
He must keep up with the issues of the day, 
choose his side and make his vote contribute 
to hisown and the general welfare. The 
organization of the various leagues and 
societies now in existence is a step in the 
right direction, so long as they are conserva- 
tive and just.

The house yesterday fixed the tax rate 


for 1891 and. 1892 at 5.08 mills, or $5.08 on 
the thousand dollars. 

In other woras, all property in the state 
of Georgia will be taxed forthe next two 
years at the rate of 5.08 mills per dollar. 

This, with the increase in special taxes 
authorized by the legislature, which 16 
about two hundred thousand dollars over 
last year, will make a general increase in 
the tax rate of about 13 mills, which is 
the biggest tax that has been levied in 
Georgia since the war. . 

Fixing the tax rate yesterday elicited a 
warm debate in the house, and the details 
of the discussion are found elsewhere in 
our report of the legislature’s proceed- 
ings. 

It is said that the action of the house 
will be vigorously combatted in the senate, 
and that an effort will be made there to 
reduce the rate. | 

This can only be done by reducing the 
liberal appropriations made for the widows 
of confederate veterans, amounting to 8340 
000. A strong effort was made in the house 
yesterday to reduce this appropriation to 
the basis of $50 instead of $100 to each 
confederate widow, which would have re- 
duced the appropriation for the two years 
just one-half. But the house did not Jook 
at it in that way, but by a large majority 
decided to give the widows $100. apiece, 
which accounts to a great extent for the 
heavy increase in the tax rate. : 

Besides this, the award of the Western and 
Atlantic commission to the lessees of $99,640, 
with the salaries of the commissioners, at- 
torneys, etc., in the Western and 
Atlantic matter, amounting to $17,000 
more, brings up the special appro- 
priations considerably, and thus necessitates 
an unusual tax levy. 

Chairman Huff Talks. 

Mr. W, A. Huff, chairman of the finance 
committee, says: 

“The committee studied the matter very 
carefully, and we were confronted with the 
necessity of reducing the appropriations to the 
confederate widows to be enabled to make 
the tax rate at a lower figure than that re- 
ported. 

“The committee was tnwitling to reduce 
the appropriation for the confederate widows, 
and we did not believe that the people of 
Georgia would have us do so. This is a tax 
that will be very cheerfully borne by the pub- 
lic, for if any one is entitled to the liberal re- 
cognition of the state in a matter of pensions, 
itis the wives of those who died in its de- 
fense, leaving helpless widows for whose care 
the state should be responsible asfar as it can. 

‘ The state is perfectly able to meet this ap- 


propriation, and I believe that the people will 


endorse it. I am aware o the fact that the 
tax rate is higher than usual, but it cannot be 
reduced except by cutting down the widows’ 
appropriation, and this the house was un- 
willing to do.” 

A Comparison of Tax Rates. 

In his argument before the house yesterday, 
Chairman Huff used a very interesting com- 
pilation of statistics from the treasurer's office, 
showing the total tax returns of property every 
year since 1870, the appropriations and the tax 
rate for the corresponding year.

I will’ state once more, in substance of what I 
have stated befure, in regard to the management 
and operation of the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company’s lines, which is, that it is the purpose 
of the management to farnish to the city of At- 
lanta a very efficient and satisfactory service. The 
company will endeaver to do its full duty through 
courteous and attentive employes.

Has Not Begun Yet. 


THE STORY. OF ITS. TROUBLES. 


Five Hundred Thousand Doliars Wanted 
to Complete the Work—The Money 
Said to Be Forthcoming. 


The sof the Macon and Atlantic 
railroad are having a hard road to travel. Or, 
rather, the Macon and Atlantic is a hard road 
to build. 

The grading of this road was began two 
years ago by the Savannah Construction 
Company, and a tremendous force of hands 
was put to work. 

The line, as surveyed, was direct to Sa- 
vannah and was thirty miles shorter than the 
Central railroad. It promised, when com- 
pleted, to be a strong competitor of the Con- 
tral. 

The work was pushed forward with all possi- 
ble dispatch, and it was announced that the 
road would be in operation between Macon 
and Savannah by the first of this year. 

Last fall the company building the road be- 
came financially embarrassed, and on the Ist 
of January went into the hands of a receiver. 
Mr. W. B. Sparks, who was president of the 
road, was appointed receiver. 

Since that time the work has been at a 
standstill, and nothing has been done. 

About three months ago, the stockholders. 
organized, and Mr. Henry J. Lamar, of 
Macon, was elected president. 

Hope was renewed and the people began to 
believe that the road would be built. 

Those interested inthe road have been in 
New York for some time, and have been mak-~- 
ing strenuous efforts to raise the funds neces- 
sary to start the work. Five hundred thousand 
dollars was said to be the amount wanted. 

Last week the announcement was made 
from New York that the money had been prac- 
tically secured, and that work would begin 
early this week. 

But it has not begun yet, and the probabili- 
ties are thatit will not begin for several days. 
Itis said the arrangements have all been made 
to get the money, and it will be delivered in a 
short while and the work will proceed. 

The people of Savannah and Macon and of 
all intermediate points are anxious for the 

ork, to commence. 
Most of the grading is done, and 2 3 
amount ot track is laid. With the money 
hand, the line would soon be in operation. 

Here is another rumor about it: 

Last year the Wrightsville and Tennille 
hauled several cars of iron rails for the Macon 
and Atlantic from Tennille to a point on that 
road near Dublin.

Hence the Grady Monument, Will Not Be 
Done as Soon as Originally Thought. 

The Grady monument work is lagging. 

From present indications the superintend- 
ent says October Ist will barely see it com- 

leted. The trouble is lack of material, for 
83 a half dozen stones are on the ground, 
while many more are needed.

The figure will be exactly eleven feet, four 
inches from the ground, making an excellent 
height from which to view it. Quite a num- 
ber of spectators are watching the work, anx- 
ious to see the entire movement finished, es- 
pecially the erection of the figure.

PRESIDENT THOMAS WAS IN ATLANTA 


And Mr. Pat Cathoun Was in New York, 
A Settlement Will Probably Be 
Made Next Week. 


The settlement of the union depot matter 
which was announced to occur yesterday, ter- 
minated in a very unexpected manner. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun left for New York last Sat- 
urday, on the limited, and it was given out 
that President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis road would meet 
him there, and that the question of the East 
Tennessee entering the depot would be settled 
for good and for all. 

The settlement, those in position to know, 
said, would be simply a matter of form, as the 
details had been practically decided upon. 

It was confidently expected by the railroad 
men in the city yesterday that the news would 
come clicking over the wires that the papers 
had been signed, the East Tennessee would 
enter the depot, and the long suspense would 
be over. 

But the unexpected, it is said, nearly always 
happens, and it did yesterday. 

Instead of going to New York, as was ex- 
pected he would, President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, 
turned up in Atlanta, as calm and serene 28 4 
May morning. 

He had come to Atlanta to see Mr. Pat Cal- 
houn in reference to the settlement of the 
depot matter. He was ready for a settlement, 
he said, but added that he did not intend to go 
around over the country after Mr. Pat Cal- 
houn to arrive at a conclusion. 

He was very reticent in talking about the 
depot matter, and said he had nothing new to 
offer. He declared that Mr. Calhoun had tel- 
egraphed him at Nashville to meet him in 
New York, but he had declined todo so. He 
asserted further that the matter would quite 
likely be arranged on Mr. Calhoun’s return 
from New York. 

He spent the morning in conference with 
Mr. Charlss E. Harman, general passenger 
agent of the Western and Atlantic, and Mr, 
*Carroll, who is prominently connected with 
the road here. He left in his private car for 
Nashville, accompanied by his son, assistant 
general manager of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, J. W. Thomas, Jr. 

So it was that the union depot matter was 
not settled yesterday. 

And the East Tennessee will not enter the 
depot for several days yet. 

Some Wild Rumors, 

There were rumors about the union depot 
y esterday to the effect that theroads entering 
had decided not to pay the $28,000 asked for 

by President Thomas, as they thought it too 
inuch, and would fight it out in the courts. 

This story could not be either verified or 
refuted from New York. 

Will All the Roads Go? 

With the announcement of the failure of 
the settlement to materialize yesterday, the 
edict issued by President Thomas some time 
ago is called to mind. 

He said that if the question was not settled 
by a given time and the $28,000 paid, all the 
roads would have to go out of the depot. 

Has that time expired? 

Will President Thomas put the other roads 
out of the depot? 

Can President Thomas put the roads out? 

These are the questions that are being asked 
in railroad circles. 

Time and President ‘Thomas will answer.”

THE SENATE . 


Thinks the General Assembly Is About 
Sa a Ready to Adjourn. 

Senator Terrell opened the session of the 
senate by an important resolution, looking to 
an early adjournment, 

It provided for the senate and house com- 
mittee on rules to hold a joint meeting and 
determine upon the earliest day practical for 
adjournment, and to make a report not later 
than tomorrow, 

The resolution went through unanimously, 
showing that the senators are agreed that the 
general assembly has been in session long 
enough. | 

Mr. Lane’s bill to make all railroad com- 
panies and express companies of this state 
liable for all overcharges, damages or shortage 
in goods delivered by them was taken up, de- 
bated a few moments and referred back to the 
committee on judiciary. 

The Lien Bill. 

The special order forthe day, Mr, Todd’s 
lien bill, was taken up and passed by a vote of 
24 to 11. 

Mr. Todd and Mr. Cabaniss made brief ar- 
guments for the bill, and Mr. Callaway and 
Mr. Beck opposed it. 


The bill provides; 

That in addition to the liens, rights and 
remedies of contractors, material men and 
mechanics, it is enacted that all material 
placed upon the premises by any material 
man or contractor, shall be and remain the 
property of the person ae the same, un- 
ess used and worked in the building, until paid 
for, and upon failure of the contractor or owner 
to pay for the same when the price agreed on is 
due, then the owner shall haye the right to re- 
move the same. 

If any contractor shall have upon the premises 
any material not used in the building, and shall 
abandon his contract, the material shall remain 
the property of the furnisher, and such person 
may remove the same. 

Also, that any contractor who shall 2 on 
credit material to be used on any building. and 
who shall, without the written consent of the 
person from whom it was purchased, use iton 
any other building or premises, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

Also, that in the event any contractor shall 
abandon or fail to complete 7 contract, and the 
owner shall fail to make provisions for the pay- 
ment of the claims of material men, subcontrac- 
tors, mechanics and laborers for work done or 
material furnished up to the date of such refusal, 
then such parties shall have the right to enforce 
any claims actually due them up to the date of 
such failure, and a failure to complete their con- 
tracts on the part of subcontractors, material 
men, mechanics or laborers, when prevented from 
so doing by failure of the owner to make pro- 
vision as afvresaid, shall be no bar to the prosecu- 
tion or collection of their claims under the exist- 
ing laws. 

Also, that every contractor shall furnish to the 
owner of the real eState, or the owner of such 
buildings to be erected thereon, a weekly state- 
ment showing the state of his account with all la- 
borers, mechanics, material men and subcon- 
tractors on said work, and on failure so to do said 
contractor shall not be entitled to demand or re- 
ceive any advances or payments on his said aon- 
tract, and any owner making payments without 
such statements shall not be entitled to offset any 
such payments against the claims or liens of me- 
chanics, laborers,material men or subcontractors. 
Any such material men, mechanics, subcon- 
tractors or laborers shall be entitled to see such 
statements on request, and arefusal on the part 
of any owner to exhibit the same shall render his 
property liable to all liens existing for work or 
inaterial furnished up to the date of such refusal.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 22.—The stock market 
for the first time in many weeks actually showed a re- 
actionary temper today, and most of the stocks traded 
in are lower than last evening, asa result of the day’s 
operations. To this end there were several influences 
at work, and the buying demand was in a measure 
checked for the first time since the rise began. There 
were rumors yesterday ofan important firm in trouble, 
and this morning these stories took shape when it was 
announced that the old and powerful firm of S. V. 
White & Co. was unable to meet its- engagements. 
There was a rush to sell upon this announcement, as 
the failure of such a firm caused a feeling of uneasiness 
among holders of securities, and the pressure upon the 
market was too much even for very liberal buying of 
foreigners and others. When it was explained that 
the failure was entirely on account of a deal in corn, 
and had nothing to do with the stock market, a better 
feeling was seen, but buying was checked for the time 
being, and the bears went in to make the most of the 
affair. There was in addition to this a considerable 
manipulation of money rates today, and loans were 
made as high as 12 per cent, while all offerings were 
withdrawn at the close, and bidders were offering 25 
per cent, though this was after the lenders had with- 
drawn from the exchange, and every one who really 
wanted to borrow had been supplied. The bears used 
the most strenuous eflorts to force values lower, but 
a good demand confronted them at every decline, and 
prices yielded very slowly after the first scare in early 
dealings. Besides, the present indications are that 
the arrivals of gold from Europe this week and next 
will be sufficient to more than offset shipments to the 
west for the movement of crops. There is no doubt 
but that a large short interest was created today. The 
market opened at irregular changes from last even- 
ing’s prices, and, while Union Pacific was up 1‘<c, 
Northwestern was down J per cent. Active stocks 
were more prominent than usual of late, and the 
losses ip them were remarkably uniform, ranging gen- 
erally from 1 to 2 per cent, the latter in ding. 
Among the specialities, however, there were some 
sharp advances, and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis common rose 4 per cent, and preferred 
nearly 3 per cent, retaining most of improvement at 
the close. More confidence was shown in the after- 
noon, but the rally was confined to fractional ac- 
counts, and even Villarg’s, which had been a strong 
pointin the active list, yielded toward the close. 
Sugar was also specially weak again, while cordage 
was strong, other industrials showing no important 
movement. The market finally closed rather heavy, 
after a rally with most of the stocks at near the lowest 
prices of the day. The final changes of note included 
declines—Atchison, 1%; Missouri Pacific and Reading, 
1e: sugar, 1e, and the Big Four, Burlington, North 
west, Lake Shore, New England and Wheeling and 
Lake Erie preferred, each 1 per cent, cordage being up

NEW YORK, September 22.—The market today was 
more two-sided than we have had fora long time. The 
failure of S. V. White & Co., which was talked about 
yesterday, was reported about 11 o’clock today, and it 
had the effect of unsettling values to a certain extent. 

A big drive was made and prices reacted about 1 per 
cent all round, when the bulls had their inning on the 
reports of further gold shipments; but the advance 
was lost again when the rate of money was bid up, the 
last loan being made at 25 percent. The close of this 
advance was no doubt the result of manipulation, and 
also due to the fact that inasmuch as business has been 
very active lately the brokers had lots of stocks deliy- 
ered right near delivery time, which they had to carry 
over night, and as they all came in together to borrow 
at the same time they bid for money and climbed over 
one another forit. Wethink the effect of this strin- 
gency willlead toa dull market, and, unless we get 
support from the other side, to a possibly lower level;

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 22.—The simultaneous an- 
nouncement of the New York stock exchange and the 
Chicago board oftrade of the failure of the long- 
established, well-known and wealthy New York com- 
mission firm of 8. V. White & Co., with its branch 
house in Chicago, at the opening of business this morn- 
ing, overshadowed all other items of news, and caused 
an instant demoralization in all of the trading pits, 
including grain and hog products. The panic was 
short ved, however, and after partial recovery, the 
market became comparatively steady, though gener- 
ally at a lower range than thatof yesterday, and the 
pits assumed their normal appearance. Nevertheless, 
the feeling was very nervous and the tone weak, and 
traders a tiptoe, ready to run at the first sign of 
danger. Rumor was more or less busy with the 
names ofone or two prominent local houses, who 
were known to have executed large commissions for 
the broken firm, but they proved groundless, for 
when the clearing house came out at noon, it showed 
no one in default except White & Co. Corn was most 
affected, as it was in an attempt to cover September 
and October futures of that cereal that the broken firm 
was forced to the wail. December wheat started with 
sales at anywhere between 981j(@99'4, against 81.003 
at the close yesterday, but as sales for account of the 
broken firm were not heavy, the market rallied 
gradually to 99%;, but the feeling was nervous, and on 
receipt of the cable, saying that the Berlin market 
was demoralized and 4 cents lower, broke to 99c; it 
rallied to 99%c, broke again to 99c, and closed easy at 
that price. 

Corn opened tumultuously excited with sales at all 
the way from 47% ide, against 510 at the close yes- 
day, brokers who had deals with White & Co. making 
haste to close them out. Offerings were immense, 
being absorbed chiefly by receivers and shippers, but 
the market stood weil at the reduction under the im- 
mense load of offerings, and after a time advanced to 
49'4c. The market fiuctuated for some time between 
49@19sc, then advanced to io de and closed at 40 c. 
September, in which the main deal was, closed yester- 
day at 52%. It opened today at 48050 and touched 
i8'4c, but closed at 49 4c. 

Oats were quiet and weak in sympathy with corn, 
but closed steady at a reduction of only Me as com- 
pared with yesterday. 

Hog products were less affected than wheat and corn, 
as White & Co. had only small lines in them, and after 
fluctuating within a moderate range, closed with in- 
significant changes from yesterday’s last prices.
